THE IMPORTANCE OF CULT1VA- 
TJON. 
Br Fletcher Dari*. 
One of the big art* of farming is 
the cultivation of the crops. 
Fpon 
the } roper cultivation of the growing 
crop? depends much the production 
of that crop, and therew ith the suc­ 
cess or failure of the farmer. 
o f course, the best part of a crop’s 
cultivation oftentimes lie* in the prep­ 
aration of the soil for the crop in ad­ 
vance of the seed time. 
A well pre­ 
pared seed bed is a prerequisite of 
the Lest cultivation. 
Given a good 
seed bed to begin with, succeeding 
cultivations need to be only frequent 
enough to keep down weed growth, 
avoid the formation of hard crusts 
after rainfall and conserve the moist­ 
ure in the soil. 
This is, of course, 
presuming 
normal 
weather condi­ 
tions. 
If, however, the seed bed has been 
poor!} prepared or if the soil is of 
such a nature as to congeal and be­ 
come hard and compact after the 
rains, the first cultivation, especially 
of co-n. should be deep and thorough. 
The idea is to put the soil all around 
i the plants in a.* good a state of tiith 
; as possible before the roots thereof j 
have spread sufficiently to be serious- 
After crops 
have 
made any considerable 
root 
spread, anything but shallow cultiva­ 
tion is attended by much danger to 
the growing crop. 
Lack of 
know­ 
ledge of this very elemental fact cost 
the writer dearly in his younger days, 
for defiance of it coupled with a few 
succeeding days of dry weather fol­ 
lowing a deep final cultivation of a 
corn crop, a1) but ruined the crop. 


Purpose of Cultivation. 
The purposes of cultivation may 
be summarized as follows: 
First, the maintenance of a good 
state of tilth. 
Second, avoiding the formation of 
surface crusts. 
Third, conserving the moisture with 
a soil mulch. 
Fourth, keeping down the growth 
of weeds. 
The maintenance of a good state 
of tilth will nearly always assure the 
other three conditions that are to be 
so much desired and which, in the 
experience of all successful cultiva­ 
tors of the soil, have been found es­ 
sential to the 
best production 
of 
crops. 
A soil is in the best condition of 
ti.th when it is in that condition of 
open texture that best permits tht 
spread of the tiny roots of the plant 
through it in their search for moist­ 
ure and plant food. 
It is to estab­ 
lish this condition that we plow and 
harrow our seeed beds in preparation 
of our soil for the crop and that we 
cultivate the crop afterward. 
To es­ 
tablish and maintain this, the soil 
must be stirred while in the proper 
condition of moisture— not so soon 
after the rains as to be too wet or 
so long after as to have allowed the 
soil to become dried and baked. This 
calls for rapid work while conditions 
are right, hence the economy of im­ 
plements that will do the work in the 
most thorough manner in the least 
time. 
Cultivation Should! not be Neglected. 
If cultivation is neglected too long 
a hard surface crust forms through 
the pores of which the soil moisture 
evaporates at a rapid rate, to the 
great detriment of crops. 
The long­ 
er this condition continues, the deep­ 
er forms the crust through which no 
roots of the plants can 
penetrate, 
thus 
circumscribing 
their 
feeding 
zone, and the bigger will be the clods 
in Which the soil will break up when 
plowed, thus rendering it the more 
difficult to pulverize and form the 
surface mulch of loose soil so es­ 
sential to the conservation 
of 
the 
moisture in dry period*.
